A FAIR CHANCE 
FOR REAL REFORM. 





T WILL be a serious, and we greativ 
fear, a lasting injury to the City of 
New York if Mayor Strong is impeded 
in his efforts toward municipal reform by any question of money supply. 
There should be no such question. The new Mayor has unquestionably 
been elected to bring about a new order of things, and he should have all 
fair means and facilities for doing what he has been chosen to do. He is 
the first Mayor elected upon a reform ticket who has come into his office 
with a reasonable opportunity of carrying out his plans by the co-operation 
of subordinates of his own choice.’ Mayor Hewitt was hopelessly ham- 
pered in this respect. With the best of intentions, he had no power to 
execute his schemes of reform. Encompassed on every side by Tammany 
officials and Tammany’s friends, he was as a voice crying —or, rather, 
writing letters — in the wilderness. He might see the right, but he could 
not, of his own endeavor, attain to it. Mayor Strong’s case is fortunately 
very different. He has everything with him: the appointment of the men 
who are to manage our municipal affairs, and the co-operation of a 

Governor and a strong legislative majority of his own political faith. 

* 
* * 

Nobody doubts Mayor Strong’s good will in the matter of municipal 
reform; and his initial course has been such as to command general 
respect and consideration. There is but one direction in which he may 
have to fear embarrassment in his important work; in the direction, 
namely, of selfish, local legislation at Albany. There is no doubt whatever 
that the interests of New York City have suffered as much at the hands of 


her neighbors as they have from the misgovernment of her own officials. . 


For many years the City of New York has been forced to pay into the 
exchequer of the State an amount of taxes totally disproportionate to the 
benefit which she receives from their ultimate distribution. In plain 
words, she pays far more than her share of the expenses of the State, and 
she has had to suffer in consequence, Moreover, she has been made the 
victim of a lot of vexatious and mischievous legislation invented by dema- 
gogues for the most unworthy purposes. It is a notorious fact that the 
appropriations for cleaning the streets of New York have never been even 
decently adequate. When we add to this that a most absurd law of recent 
enactment forbids the employment of any but American citizens at this 
work, and consider the difficulty of finding able-bodied American citizens 
who will consent to undertake this low grade of labor — hard, unremuner- 
ative, and without promise of future preferment — we can understand how 
the best Commissioner of Street Cleaning our reform Mayor may appoint 
comes to his work heavily handicapped, and so circumstanced that how- 
ever faithful and competent he may be, he may find it impossible to do 
himself justice. 
* - * 

As usual, the greatest handicap that municipal reform labors under is 
Mr. T. C. Platt, New York’s worst and bitterest enemy. If the Republican 
party expects to retain the confidence of the people of New York, it must 
rid itself of a man whose pernicious activity not only works great harm to 
the community, but utterly discredits the political party that makes itself 
responsible for him. Mr. Platt is doing to-day what those who have known 
his character have expected of him from the beginning of the present 
reform movement; but they did not expect the Republican party to sub- 
mit so readily to his dictation. “Perhaps no great things were expected of 
Governor Morton. He has always been a politician,— a mere figurehead 
of the party ship. If he sought the good in politics it was because his 
party was seeking the good. He would no less willingly lend the cloak ot 
his respectability to cover a lower morality if such happened to be the 
policy of the party. From Mayor Strong we look for better things. At no 
time hitherto has a reform mayor been so well able to lead the fight of the 
people —Republican and Democrat alike — against this odious tyranny. But 
if the leadership of the party is to be simply the leadership of T. C. Platt, 
the Mayor’s hands are tied. It is the duty of decent Republicans to see 
that Mr. Platt is promptly and firmly repudiated. The most indurated 
Republican must understand by this time that Mr. Platt is neither a Re- 
publican nor a Democrat, but a mere conscienceless trader in spoils. The 
case against him is so clear to every reasoning man that if Mayor Strong 
chooses to put forth his best efforts, he can have a backing such as no man 
in his position ever had before. If he secures from Albany the legislation 
that he has demanded in the name of the people, he will do more for the 





City of New York than any one man has ever done, and he will also do the 
Republican party the great benefit of relieving it of a disgraceful in- 
cumbrance. 
*

Now is the time, in fact, to atone for years of injustice to the City of 
New York. A mass of vicious special legislation which has too long in- 
juriously affected her interests, should be wiped utterly from the statute 
books. Let us take, for instance —a trifling one, perhaps, but none the 
less significant — the law requiring that all stone used in public works in 
the City of New York should be dressed within the city limits. This is 
demagogue law with a vengeance. It does not require a profound knowl- 
edge of the subject to see that any given kind of stone is likely to be 
better dressed in the region where it is quarried, by people familiar with 
the handling of it, than in a distant city where it is unlikely to meet with 
workmen specially trained to make the most of it. And this is only one 
of scores of evil specimens of special legislation which exist, and by their 
existence hinder the work of reform in New York. If this work is to be 
carried out in its fullness and completeness, it is necessary that the Legis- 
lature of the State should codperate heartily and unselfishly with the new 
city government; put an end to all frivolous legislation effected for petty 
personal ends, and divert to the urgent needs of New York some portion 
of the vast amount of money that has so long been raised in that city only 
to be unstintingly turned into channels from which she derives no benefit. 
However matters may have stood in the past, to-day the State has no excuse 
if it does not back up the great city bravely, generously and loyally.
